Lackless People Walt, While the

Flashing and sputtering trolley wires that 
made the streets one continuous giare of. 
blue-green light, people standing on elevated 
railroad platforms, ‘drenched through while 
waiting for trains that did not come, and 
street aprface caps that were delayed all the 
way from a half to three hours, marked the 
freakiest storm of a freaky winter last night. 

The storm—an unlooked for mixture of 
rain, sleet, and a trace of fine snow—began a 
little before 7 o'clock. It took just fifteen 
minutes to knock into a cocked hat the 
schedules of every surface transportation 
line and the elevated railroads. The rail- 
road men said they hadn't experienced so 
much trouble before thie winter. 

Every available man on the various lines 
of transportation was on duty, and the super- 
intendents did not expect to get a wink of 
sleep all night, they said. There was little 
letup in the storm up to8a.m. It brought 
March in Ake a Hon. 

People Hurt by Falls. 

Several persons were injured as the result 
of accidents due to icy rails and sleet cov- 
ered walks. They were: 

BITTEL, MISS HELEN, 1991 Sheridan rend, 
suffered bruises to her back when bhe fell on 
the Fullerton avenue station of the North- 
western elevated road. 

DAMROCK, MRS. F. &., 448 Belden avenue, a 
widow, slipped and fell on sidewalk at Belden 
and Cleveland avenues; left wrist fractured; 


taken to German Lutheran hospital. 
FREIDERICKS, LOUIS, 20380 North Ashland 
avenue, employed as wagon boy by downtown 
department store, severely injured when 
Worth Olark street electric. car struck his 
wagon at Garfield avenue; car slipped on rails. 


Mist Is Storm’s Harbinger.

At 6 o'clock p. m. there was a suspicion ot. — 


rain that caused pedestrians in the loop dis- 
trict to look upward in some surprise, but 
the rain, snow, and sleet did not begin to fall 


there at a temperature o degrees, just 


enough to freeze the water ae it clung to the 
trolley wires and the electric rails. In a 
few minutes smaN icicles were forming on 
every lateral surface. The roofs of the street 
cars were fringed with them. The ironwork 
on the bridges was be with icicles that 
grew longer and thicker every minute. 

In the warmer atmosphere of the loop dis- 
trict the mow and rain simply wet the side- 
walks, but outside the cafions of skyscrapers, 
where the cold wave from the lake had an 


uninterrupted sweep, a thin coating of ce 


quickly formed, or left the sidewalks covered 
with slush, that caused pedestrians to slip 
and fall while vainly trying to protect their 
garments with umbrelias. 


Long Battle Begins on L.“ 


The first effect of the storm was seen on 
the third rail of the elevated railroads. These 
quickly became covered with a thin coating 
of les. Every availiable train was placed 
in commission to keep the electric rail as 
free from ice as possible. As the trains left | 
the barns they were provided with sleet 
shoes, a device that tears off the ice after 
a fashion. 

During the first hour or so of the storm 
Northwestern elevated trains were delayed 
more than half an hour and people waited 
impatiently on the loop platforms, 

Supt. Hertzog of the Chicago Railways 
company, who looks after more than 300 
miles of track, was at his office at Clark 
and Division streets when the storm came. 

He gave immediate orders for the substitu- 
tion of sleet wheels for the regular trolley 
wheels, These are equipped with flanges to 
cut the sleet. The devices did not work to 
suit the superintendent, and in some in- 
stances he removed the sleet wheels, so the 
harp shaped slot at the end of the trolley 
poles would slide over the wire. 

Storm Has Immediate Effects. 

“It took just fifteen minutes to throw out 
the éntire schedule, said the superintendent 
at 10 o’cleck. ‘“‘ We are running all the cars, 
but are delayed something like half an hour 
on making each trip. There is less trouble 
on the west side lines.“ 

It took an hour and a half for passengers 
on the Chicagé and Oak Park Elevated rall- 
road to come from Forty-fourth avenue into 
the city. 

Passengers on the lines of the Metropoli- 
tan Elevated and the Northwestern Elevated 
were delayed correspondingly. 

Street car traffic on the northwest side 
was delayed for hours. Western avenue cars 
were stalled at West North avenue, and the 
Milwaukee and Armitage avenue lines were 
stopped at the north end of these Unes. 


“Bight Blocks an Hour.” 


There Was much delay on some of the 
lines of the Chicago City railway company, 
particularly the Cottage Grove avenue line. 
It required fifty-five minutes for the pas- 
sengers of one car to go from Forty-seventh 
street to Fifty-fifth street. At Fifty-firth 
street a number of women, soaked by the 
rain, left the car and went to thé corner 
drug store to order cabs to take them home. 

The front glasses of the street car vesti- 
bules were covered with ice a quarter of an 
nch thick. It me necessary for the 
motormen to lower the middle glass so they 
could see. The rain and sleet drove in 
through the open window, freezing not only 

on the coats and caps of the motormen but 
as well, 


ö Gallant Men Yield Coats. 

The suburban service of the Illinois Central 
was delayed even more than the street car | 
lines.

ARE ‘BROKE’ AND DISGUSTED 


Germans and Frenchmen Say Farmers 
Have Bled Them Dry. 


While the French car, De Dion, and the 
Italian car, Zust, got safely out of Chicago 
yesterday morning, the other French car, 
Moto Bloc, and the German car, Protos, tail- 
enders in the New York-Paris race, despair 
of ever reaching here. 

The crews of the latter two cars have been 


Li“ bled’ to the breaking point, and in re- 


sponse to an appealing telegram A. J. Banta, 
chairman of the runs and tours committee 
of the Chicago Automobile club, dispatched 
a messenger with a wad of money to the dis- 
tressed autoists. 
Foreigners’ Pathetic Appeal. 
The telegram reads: 

Ira M. Cobe, president Chicago Automobile 
club—-We are discouraged. The peasants demand 
$8 per mile for helping us. Here at New Carlisle 
they charged $5 each to permit us to sleep on the 
ground. Peasants along the way have filled up 
road dug by leading cars, so as to help the Thomas 
car. They make us hire as many horses as they 
please, so az to get as much money out of us as 
they can. We are broke and disgusted. Want you 
to intervene in our protection. Await responses, 
Would tt be possible to influence public opinion to 
ald us? 

CREWS OF PROTOS AND MOTO-BLOC, 

Mr. Banta immediately got into telephonic 
communication with a friend at New Car- 
Usle and learned that the foreigners had 
been charged as much as $15 for being pulled 
out of a single drift, or rut. The fact that 
the autoists cannot speak English makes 
them a special prey for persons they are 
compelled to employ. If the tourists do not 
reach the city by today it Is probable the 
club will send out an escort to meet them 
and plow them through their difficulties. 


Protest Against Thomas.

The Zust was not ready to leave at 8:30, 
the appointed time. It was 11:30 before the 
start was made and the awaiting throngs 
became so impatient that a detail of mounted 
police was necessary to keep order. 

The people were quieted when the De Dion 
car was run out of the garage at 10:30, pro- 
fusely decorated with French and American 
flags. 

The demonstration reached its height at 
11:10, when the Italian car came out of the 
garage. There was no holding back the 
men, women, and children who rushed for- 
ward to grab Sirtort by the hand. The Amer- 
ican and Italian flags were interwoven on this 


car.

Indianapolis, Ind., Feb: 29.—[{Special.]— 
John..McGregor, president of tHe board of 
county commissioners; T. EK. Spafford, for- 
mer member of the board; and A. W. WII- 
cutts, city saleeman for the Atlas Engine 
company, were arrested this afternoon on an 
indictment charging them with conspiracy, 
accepting bribes, and offering bribes. 

McGregor, who has been county commis- 
sioner for several years, and who is known 
among his friends as Honest John,“ is fn- 
dicted separately on a charge of accepting a 
bribe, and Wiicutts is also indicted ceparate- 
ly for the alleged offering of a bribe. 

The three men are then indicted jointly 
on a charge of trying to bribe John Mc- 
Gaughey, a member of the board at the same 
time.. There is. no charge that McGaughey 
accepted a bribe. 

The indictments are all connected with the 
purchase of machinery for a new power 
hopse in April last year. The machinery was 
purchased from the Atlas engine works. 
Willeutts was the salesman who engineered 
the deal with the board of commissioners. 
The contract price w $21,000,. and it is 
charged in the indictments that Wilcutts of- 
fered and McGregor accepted a bribe. of 
$3,800.

= New Mexico Rancher. 


ROOSEVELT, 


V.etim of Tragedy Famous Through- 
out West as Police Officer. 


Kl Paso. Tex., Feb. 20.—{Special.]—Patrick 
F. Garrett, known throughout , the west as 
the slayer of.” Billy the, Kid,“ a noted gut- 
jaw, was today stot to death by J. W. Brazil, 
ote of hig tenante, during a quarrel on the 
highway near Las Cruces, N. M. 

Garrett, had been on a visit to ane of his 
ranches and wasreturnfng to Les Cruces in 
a buckboard, together with a driver. 

Suddenly Bratil confronted the pair ay 
hot words were exchanged. Garrett is.said 
to have reached for his shotgun, when Brasil 
fred twice and Garrett fell dead, pierced 
through the head and heart, 

After the shooting Brazil rode five miles 
into Las Cruces and surrendered to the sher- 
if. The slayer made a statement, in which 
he declared that he shot in self-defense. 


Friends Say He Was Murdered. 

Friends of Garrett In Las Cruces claim that 
his death was the result of a conspiracy. 
They declare that he was shot first in the 
back of the head and then in the breast after 
he fell, pointing out that the wound in the 
breast was made by a bullet @that ranged 
upward from the seventh rib and came out 
between the shouider blades. 

They say that his shotgun was Faces with 
bird shot, and that he was not a man who 
would turn his back to the man he was pre- 
paring to kill or give him an opportunity to 
shoot him in the back of the head. 

Color is given this theory by the story of 
the driver,: Carl Adamson, who gays Garrett 
made no hostile demonstration before he was 
shot. 

The coroner's sate held Brazil te await 
the action of the grand jury. 

The quarrel. between Garrett and Brazil 
arose over a ranch that had been leased by 
Brazil, and on which he had pastured a herd 
of goats. 

Garrett remonstrated with his lessee ard 
declared that the goat pasturing was in vio- 
lation of the contract between them. He 
threatened to resort to the courts to pre- 
vent what he thought a breach of contract 
and Brazil is said to have then threatenad 
vengeance. 

Was Terror to “Bad Men.” 
„Pat Garrett came to New Mexico thirty 


years ago and engaged in ranching in Lin- 


coln county: 

In 1880 he was elected sheriff of the county, 
and during his first two year term he killed 
a dozen or more outlaws, among them the 
notorious: ‘ Billy the Kid,“ whom he had 
formerly arrested, but who escaped from 
custody after he was sentenced to death. 
Billy the Kid” was said to have killed 
twenty men just to see them kick.“ 

Garrett tired of life in New Mexico and 
came to Texas. He became a captain of 
rangers in this state, and did much to bund 
up the reputation for bravery and efficiency 


enjoyed by that corps. 


He was a personal friend of President 
Roosevelt, and was made collector of cus- 
toms at the port of EI Paso. About two years 
ago. he resigned to give all his time to his 
private business—cattle raising—in New Mex- 


ico. 

Garrett made his ‘* town home in El Paso, 
though he.spent much time in the territory. 
He leaves a widow and six children.

A few weeks ago an attempt was made to 
destroy the plant of the Hayes-Sory To- 
bacco company at Clarkesville, Tenn., by the 
use of dynamite.

The city of Hopkineville, Ky., the seat of 
once county, was from the first the 
place n which the association people cast 
wrathful eyes.

PECK ASKS FOR IMMUNITY 
TO BAR “ECONOMIC WASTE.” 


Extension of Nine Hour law Requested 
for 404 of 425 Offices of Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 29.—When the nine 
hour law hearing was resumed today by the 
interstate commerce commiesion, George R. 
Peck, general counsel of the Chicago,. Mu- 
waukee and St. Paul railway, urged an ex- 
tension of the law for his company, not be- 
cause of financial inability to meet the added 
expenses, or because the company was un- 
able to obtain the services of additional op- 
erators, but because the expenditure of $300,- 
000 a year, in his opinion, would be an eco- 
nomic waste of money. 

E. W. McKenna, second vice president of 
the Chicago, Milwdukee and St. Paul, said 
425 offices of the system were day and night 
offices, and would be affected by the nine hour 
law. He asked for an extension as to 404 of 
these offices. 

„We argue that no onerous burden should 

placed on the company unless there ts 
some compensating advantage, he said. 
‘eIn this case there is no advantage. If pros- 
perity should return as suddenly as adversity 
came last fall, it would be obviously impoe- 
sible for us to meet the requirements. of this 
law." 
President Perham of the Order ot Railway 
Telegraphers said he considered eleven 
hours, which the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul operators were required to work, too 
long for that sort of service. 

The hearing closed with a statement by 
Mr. Perham that scarcely one of the railroads 
had presented arguments which ought to - 
duce the commission to extend the law. 

It is expected the commission will render 


a decision by Tuesday.

Britain to Intervene Unless Bel- 
gium Gets Busy in May. 


CROMER USES STRONG TERMS 


Calls Misrule in Free State Without 
Parallel in Modern History.

LONDON, Feb. 29.—It has been demon- 
strated this week that Great Britain is de- 
cisively in earnest in her determination to 
enforce genuine reform in the Congo. For- 
eign Secretary Grey's announcement fixing 
the date in May when Belgium must take 
definite an@ satisfactory action is in the na- 
ture of an tum. 

It is believed that England will then inter- 
vene alone, if necessary, but preferably with 
the eotperation of the United States, and 
it is hoped with one or two other signatories 
to the treaty. 

Lord Cromer, who is a man of moderate 
eech, used language in the debate describ- 
ing the situation in stronger terms than has 
been heard in parliament in a long time. 

Strong Words from Cromer. 
“T havé seen something and heard more,” 
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he said, “ of the mal administration in back- 


ward states in the hands of despotic and irre- 

rulers, but I assert without hesita- 
tion that never in my experience have I seen 
or heard of misrule comparable to the abuses 
that have grown up in the Congo state. There 
has been a cynical disregard of the native 
races and merciless exploitation of the coun- 
try in the interests of foreigners for which I 
believe a parallel cannot be found in the 
history of modern times. 

There have been some signa of resentment 
in Belgium of the strong attitude taken by 
the British authorities, but public opinion 
there favors genuine Belgian sovereignty, 
The Congo problem for the Belgium govern- 
ment is extremely difficult, for they have 
to deal with an obstinete, half imbecile, who 
no longer is capable of the functions of states- 
manship. 


50,000 British Troops on Hend. 

“It isn’t dy any means ciéar, therefore, 
what form developments may take. The cry 
naturally i raised that England's intentions 
are a hypocritical excuse for the annexa- 
tion of the valuable colony. It will be neoes- 
sary, of course, for Great Britain to furnish

BECOMING OPIUM FIENDS. 


Growth of the Habit, Shown in Trial of 
Ensign for Treason, Alarms the Re- 
public.

PARIS, Feb. 20.—The condemnation of the 
French naval ensign, Ullmo, to life imprison- 
ment this week on the charge of treagon, de- 
ite his defense that he was not responsi- 
ble owing to opium smoking, has profoundly 
stirred all France. 

The French nation has suddenly become 
aware that the vice of opium eating and 
smoking has a tremendous grip on the navy, 
not only in Indo-China, but at all military 
posts in France, even Parise being well pro- 
vided with opium dens which thrive in spite 
of police and official prohibétion. 

In discussing the situation a well known 
French admiral said: “Ulimo_ certainly 
emoked opium, but no more than his fellow 
officers. Only one remedy is possibile in the 
existing state of affairs. The habit is con- 
tracted in Indo-China by officers, both old 
and young, who are assigned to that sta- 
tion, The French government hade a monop- 
oly of opium there, and draws from it a rich 
source of revenue. When the government is 
willing to renounce ite profits in this nefa- 
rious trade, and suppress it altogether, the 
victims of it will be bound to disappear, not 
only in Indo-China, but in France. This is

What President Murphy did not add, 
however, was that Ebbets might just as 
Well have offered $50,000 for Hofman, with- 
Out a chance of purchasing him, and that 
Ebbets knew it. With competition as strong 
as it is now. no club can afford to sell ma- 
terial of high class for cash. The only me- 
Gium of exchange known to the magnates 
is playing talent and the only danger of los- 
ing Hofman from the local team that ever 
existed was that some trade might have been 
@rranged in case he demanded to be cx- 
changed to a team where he could play every 
day. That danger was removed yesterday. 

Campbell, the new catcher, is a St. Lou's 
boy and was secured for the Cubs through 
Hofman's agercy. Campbell is the son ct a 
St. Louls physician and was a schoolmate 
of Hofman’s at Smith academy, where bey 
Ppleyed on the baseball and football teams. 
Campbell went to Vanderbilt university and 
he has played semi- professional baseball in 
St. Louls. President Robison of the Sf. 
Louis Nationals told President Murphy in 
New York that he thought of signing young 
Campbell, but the Cardinal magnate was in- 
formed immediately that a Cub contract al 
ready had been sent the catcher on Hofman's 
recommendation. 

Heine Zimmerman, the second baseman 
obtained from Wilkesbarre last fall, report- 
ed in town ready for the start for West 
Baden next Wednesday. 


Little Action by Magnates. 

The schedule meetings of the Nationa, and 
American leagues last week were more re- 
markable for what was not done than for 
what was done. The most important matter, 
of course, wes the adoption of the playing 
dates, and that could have been done as well 
by mail. The. schedules were drafted over 
six weeks ago by two committees and were 
mot subject to change. 

One of the best results of the meetings was 
the removal of the friction which existed be- 
tween President Pulliam of the National 
league and Chairman Herrmann of the na- 
tional commission over a controversy with 
the minor leagues regarding the authority to 
determine what players are eligible or inelig- 
ible. This averting of President Pulliam’s 
threatened resignation means much to the 
veteran organization, as he has won the con- 
fidence of the public and press all over the 
country, and that counts for more than the 
confidence of the club owners and players, 
which also are his. It insures a continuation 
of a vigorous campaign to keep baseball 
free from the danger that kicking players 
will gain the upper hand. 


Delay by Pitchers Blocked. 


The abolition of the pitcher's privilege to 
turn scrubwoman every time a new baseball 
is handed him will remove a cause of ina@ 
tion which is one of the things to be guarded 
against in baseball It is not the length of 
games to which fans object if there is action 
all the time, but heretofore all play has had 
to cease until the pitcher changed the com- 
Plexion of the new ball to suit his individual 
idiosyncrasy regarding color. 

In reality, the rule was changed back ‘*o 
read as ‘it was worded up to a year or 20 
aco. 

The rule never permitted even the pitcher 
to soll a new ball until recently, but it never 
was enforced. Unless it is enforced now 
there will be ne change, of course. Pitchers 


3 n will find a way to soll the bali, 


zut that will not be objected to if it can ve 
done .expeditiously. Several players who 
have discussed the matter advanced the opin- 
jon that pitchers would carry a package of 
jampblack or something of the sort into the 
game. There is no desire to force pitchers 
to use glossy and siippery basebalis, be- 
cause of the difficulty of controlling ihrem 
and the danger of hitting batsmen. tite 
quickest method of removing the gloss is 
sought and it can be found by compelling the 
players to use their ingenulty. 


New Rule Helps Batsman. 


The inclusion of a fly ball which scores a run 
from third base when caught under the head 
of *‘ sacrifice hits is a matter of justice to 
the batamen which may seem unimportant to 
the fans and has aroused some criticism. 
The argument is advanced that any fly catch 
on which a baserunmer advances may as well 
De included. The difference is that a bats- 
man often is ordered to hit a long fly when 
there is a runner on third and less than two 
put so as to score the run more surely than 
by attempting to hit safely. Often runs 
have been scored on fly balls which were as 
intentional as a bunt sacfifice. But no bats- 
man ever deliberately fied out to advance 
runner from first to second or from second 
to third. 

Among the things which were not done was 
the removal of the pop bottie evil from the 
game. The memories of est season's narrow 
escapes when Umpire Evans just missed be- 
ing killed by a bottle thrower at the St. Louis 
American league grounds and when Manager 
(Chance of the cubs escaped injury miracu- 
lous!¥ when made the target for a shower of 
bottles at the Brookiyn park, apparently 
did not last long enough to obscure the mag- 
nates’ visions of the coin made by the con- 
tinued sale of bottled drinks to crazy rooters. 
It was a foregone corclusion this agitation 
for the abolition of the pop bottle would be 
dropped quietly during the winter. Whenever 
the good of the game conflicts too feriously 
with the pockets of the club owners no reform 
ever has been made until something hap- 
pened to unite the public in demanding re- 
form. 


“Option” System to Continue. 


The abuse of the option system, where- 
by the evil of farming out players to minor 
leagues has flourished in recent years, will be 
continued another season, although the na- 

‘tional commission intended to abolish farm- 
ing altogether or cut it to a minimum by its 
famous rule ns: 

Such strong pressure was brought to bear 
by club owners who have loaded themselves 
up with small armies of minor league talent 
that the commission decided to delay enforc- 
ing the rule until next season. That will per- 
the extravagant magnates to unload 
their surplus talent this year at good terms 
and be prepared for being deprived of the 
privilege of carrying a lot of farmed players 
on their rolls for the purpose of stocking up 
favored clubs. 

No Action on Limit of Players. 


Another thing in the undone list io the 


proposition to limit the number of players 


which a major league club may carry on its 
reserve list. To curb the reckless éxtrava- 
gance of some owners and to make the minor 
leagues more comfortable it was proposed 
to compel the clubs to reduce their reserve 
forces, so that not more than eighteen or 
twenty players could belong to any club dur- 
ing the middle months of the playing season, 
and rot more than twenty-five during the rest

One of the things which was done. but 
might have been left undone, was the change 
in the National league's constitution making 
an 134 game schedule comptlsory each year 
instead of leaving it to the option of the club 
owners, This doubtlese was prompted by «he 
desire to abolish the annual agitation for a 
shorter playing season, since such agitation 
could be met by the statement that the length 
of the season was fixed by the constitution. 


American Shifts Meeting Place. 


Another of the things which could have 
been left undone was the decision of the 
American league to hold all its meetings in 
future in New York instead of half of them 
in Chicago. It is necessary only to point out 
the fact two of the league's clubs were not 
represented at the meeting last week in 
New York. 

The national commission did more execu- 
tion. than both major leagues put together, 
and several of its decisions will have the ef- 
fect of making clubs and players more care- 
ful in future of the liberties they may wish 
to take with the laws of the game.

SILER'S GOSSIP OF THE RING 


**Packey’’ McFarland in Line for 
Stellar Honors. 


PAPKE MAY FIGHT ON COAST. 


Match Contingent on Victory Over 
Hugo Kelly in Coming Bout.

“ Packey ’’ McFariand’s victory over Fred- 
die Welsh at Milwaukee was Cecisive enough 
to meet with the approval of his adherents, 
but the manner in which it was gained was 
not exactly to Packéy's ” Uking, as he ex- 
pected to win with a knockout and was dis- 
appointed because he did not. 

Packey entered into the fray ft, deter- 
mined, and confident he would be declared 
the victor before the termination of the final 
round, and fought with that uppermost in 
his mind simply to demonstrate he possessed 
a knockout punch, The result of the contest 
to him was a fotegone conclusion, but he 
hoped to better his standing in the world 
pugilistic by putting his opponent to sleep 
with a knockout to his credit. This heneariy 
accomplished in the ‘fourth round, and he 
might have succeeded in doing so but for the 
excellent defensive tactics of the clever for- 
elgner. a ‘ 

However, it was better for Packer,“ and 
also better for the game, that Welsh regained 
his feet’ Defore he was counted out and tha: 
he was ea factor in the fray for rounds there- 
after, as a great number of the spectators, 
judging by their clamor, thought the blow 
that sent him down and almost finished him 
was foul. Had Weisen been unable to con- 
tinue after receiving the blow, or had he 
after regaining his feet got walloped down 
for the count before the expiration of the 
round, the result would have been unsat!s- 
factory, Packey would not have received 
the credit due bim, and Welsh undoubtedly 
would have set up a howl of “ Stop thief!“ 

This probably would have been taken up 
elsewhere and the cry of favoritism to local 
fighters would have been the slogan through- 
out the country. 

That the blow which Welsh and his seconds 
prociaimed foul landed above the waist line, 
and therefore was fair, was denoted by 
Freddie's actions directly he perceived he 
could not hoodwink the referee. He arose 
witb alacrity and avoided severe punishment 
so cleverly that all doubts as to the blow 
being foul were removed, in fact, practically 
forgotten. 1 
he! e 

The blow in question unddubtedly took some 
of the wind out of. Welsh, and the distress 
which it caused probably led him to believe 
he had been fouled, but directly his bellows 
were again in working order he was as good 
as new and ready and willing to continue 
the struggle. There is no qeustioning his 
gameness despite his play to win on a fou!, 
as that ie one of the tricks of the game gen- 
erally indulged in by accomplished exponents. 

Some fighters get away with it at times, 
and whenever they do they pat themselves 
on the back and brag of the clever manner 
in which they ‘“* fooled em.“ When, how- 
ever, they fail to pull off the trick they seem 
to be of the opinion that they are justified 
in fouling their opponent, taking it for grant- 
ed that if the ring official takes no cognizance 
of a foul or a supposed foul delivered by one 
fighter he will overlook an intentional foul 
committed by the other; and their opinion 
generally is strengthened by the sympathy 
they arouse among the spectators. How- 
éver, two wrongs do not make a right, and 
Welsh did wrong by heeding the advice of 
his handlefs to use foul tactics. 

Therefore, the collision of heads in the 
eighth round, which resulted in Packey y 
receiving a gash over his left eye, was more 
or less intentional on the part of the strang- 
er, although considered accidental. Undoubt- 
edly, some of Welsh’s sympathizers were 
of the opinion the flow of blood which trickled 
from McFarland’s injured eye was caused by 
a blow, but as Freddie did not have it in him 
to deliver a blow so effectively in the earlier 
rounds, when possessed of all his strength 
and vigor, he certainly was not capable of 
landing so forcibly when he, practically, was 
all in.

It does not necessarily follow because 
„ Packey "' was unable to score a knockout 
that he does not possess a sleep producing 
punch. He undoubtedly has it, but his oppo- 
nent was too clever to permit his landing 
it The same argument holds good with 
fighters who have, and have had, the punch 
to win battles with a knockout; for instance, 
men like Jim Jeffries, John L. Sullivan, and 
Joe Gans. : 

Jeffries failed to land it in his twenty-five 
round battle with Tom Sharkey: John L. dia 
not do the trick against Charley Mitchell 
or Jake Krain; and Gans was unable to put 
it over on Batling Nelson in thelr forty-two 
round fight at Goldfield. Whenever a fight- 
er with the punch fails to connect with it, 
credit for avoiding it either by cleverness or 
stamina must be given to his opponent. 

* Packey bad everything to lose and but 
Uttle, in reputation, to gain in the fight, as a 
defeat would have punctured his champion- 
ship aspirations and probably militated 
against his chances of a match with the win- 
ner of the coming Britt-Nelson contest. The 
coast promoters, particuiarly Jim Coffroth, 
want Packey for the victor of that battle, 
and all indications point favorably to the 
clinching of the match.

The eye judges distances by the difficulty in tra- 
versing them.

Hard to Measure Distances. 

Place three coins in such a way that the distance 
between the left hand edges of one end coin and the 
right- hand edge of the middle coin ts the same as de- 
tween the right hand edge of the middle colin and the 
left hand edge of the other end coin; in other words, 


the distance between the opposite sides of the two left 


hand coins is the same as the distance between the ad- 
jacent sides of the middie and right hand coins.

In estimating the distance of unknown objects we 
are guided much by the appearance of the ground in 
front of them. The height of a tree seen down a coune 
try road can be roughly calculated because the objects 
all along the way give some indication of the distance, 
Since our idea of the size of an object depends on the 
apparent distance any Ulusions of distance will pro- 
duce illusions of size,

than uninterrupted. This, Prof. Scripture says, is the 
real reason for women liking to wear bows and ribbons, 
buttons, and other trifies on their dresses.

He 
has fought his way to a position of power in 
the railroad and financial world such as no 
man has ever enjoyed—if, indeed, he enjoys it 
—and, it may safely be stated, such as no 
one man will ever reach agam in this coun- 
try.

He hasn't changed his mind, he says, but 
circumstances have changed. 

“There are too many moves to be made,” 
he said last week, and I haven't had time 
to think of retirement. There is nothing to 
do but stick until matters get into competent 
hands, at least. until confidence is restored.

In the following review the seven ages of 
E. H. Harriman are arbitrarily fixed by the 
development of his career. Six of the stages 
take nun from the day of his birth to Feb. 24, 
1908, when he closed his fifty-ninth year. The 
seventh stage is to come, and what it holds 
tor E. H. Harriman he has no moro of an idea 
than any reader ot these lines. 

FIRST E. 
1848-1859. 

E. H. Harriman is a son of the Rev. Or- 
lando Harriman, a minister of the Episcopal 
church. The Rev. Orlando Harriman was 
not a brilliant man. He was a patient, God 
fearing, honest preacher, who marched 
through most of his life arm in arm with 
hard luck. 

The year 1848 opened with the Rev. Or- 
lando Harriman pastor of St. George's 
church, Hempstead, L. I. He had spiritual 
charge of a neglectful and careless congre- 
gation. For the needs of himself and his 
proud, resoupce 
family he was actually dependent upon the 
charity of his flock: He was supposed to get 
a salary; but he never gotit. ~ ~ ~ 

On Feb. 26, 1848, Edward Henry Harriman 


There had been two other boys born to 
the minister and his wife—Nelson and Or- 
lando. After the birth of..Edward Henry 
there came, three. other children—a boy, Will- 
fam, and two girls, Lily and Annie. Race 
suicide was not prevalent in those days, and, 
as now, the poorer the father the larger the 
family. 

The first year following his birth E. H. 
Harriman spent at Hempstead. Then his 
father, unable to collect any money from the 
congregation, moved to Castleton, 8. I., 
where be became assistant rector of St. 
Paul's. He remained there a year and 
moved on to another parish. 

For the succeeding nine years the Rev. Or- 
lando Harriman went from place to place, 
barely making ends meet. Young Edward 
Henry attended schoo! fitfully. Six years of 
this period were spent in Jersey City. 

The little family of the minister, dread 
fully poor and sternly proud, suffered severe- 
ly in those nomadic months and months of 
uncertainty. The children were subjected to 
stern discipline, and when they were unable 
to get what they desired they 2 not com- 
plain.

SECOND AGE: 
1859-1866, 


In the year 1859 the Rev. Orlando Harri- 
man, after considerable dickering with a 
parsimonious vestry, engaged himself at a 
salary of $200 a year to take charge of St. 
John's church, in West Hoboken. It was his 
‘first’ permanent charge since leaving Hemp- 
stead’ Tlie pay was small but sure, and the 
Rev. Mr. Harriman added to it dy filling 
other pulpits whenever opportunity’ offered. 

Although $200 a a year and meager extras 
furnished a poor living’ for de minister's 
family, it was luxury compared to what 
they had endured. The children attended 
school regularly. Edward Henry, a bright, 
»companionable boy, already had shown the 
tralts of a trader, and managed to secure a 
little income of his own by honest toll. Self-

When Edward had reached the age of 18 
his mother unexpectedly received a small 
legacy. Small as it was, it was a great 
fortune to the straitened family. It served 
to push aside the burden of poverty. The 
younger children were sent to good schools. 

As for Edward Henry Harriman, his educa- 
tion was complete. He wanted no more 
schooling. With the instinct of a human 
being born with the gift of annexing the 
money of others, he went igto the center of 
money— Wall street.

He looked out tor the interests of his em- 
ployers, and looked out for his own interests 
at the seme time. In four years he had 
accumulate@ sufficient money to pay for a 
seat on the stock exchange and he became 
a floor trader on Avg. 13, 1870. 

In the pantie days of the early s., E. H. 
Harriman was a busy young man. He knew 
the inside secrets of the big speculators and 
he profited by them. He studied the methods 
of Jay Gould and Jim Fisk, who secured 
.control of railroads to wreck them, and he 
ventured into small railroad deals on his own 
‘account. 

His fellow traders noted that he had an 
almost supernatural talent for getting on 
the right side of the market. He could re- 
verse himself or shift his judgment quicker 
than anybody else. He made money in good 
times; he made more money when times 
were bad. In the year 1880 he had a fortune 

‘of $1,000,000—which was quite a lot in those 
days—and was recognized as a power in the 
financial world. 1 


FOURTH AGE. 
1880-1897. 


By this time the burden of the support of 
the Harriman family had shifted to the 
shoulders of Edward Henry. His sisters had 
married. He had seen his brothers estab- 
lished_in business. His mother had died. 


He had married Miss Mary Averill of Roches- . 


ter, N. V., the daughter of a wealthy man, 
who had made his money in railroads. 

The Rev. Orlando Zarriman died in 1881. 
He hed lived to see one of his sons become a 
power in finance and commerce. He passed 
‘away in the consciousness that he had done 
‘well for his offspring and they were doing 
well for themseives. 

In his early days in Wall street E. H. Har- 
riman had met Stuyvesant Fish. Mr. Fish 
was a big, obstreperous young man, who had 
the backing of inherited weaith and social 
prestige. This frienuship was of great use 
to Mr. Harriman, who never formed friend- 
ships unless they promised to be useful, It

- Harriman, farseeing and optimistic, sensed 
the great prosperity that was to come to 
the rallroads from. the growth of the country. 
He began to make a spe y of railroads. 

He studied them from every „ Operative 
and financial, until he became probably the 
best posted callroad man in the country. 

The great tern trunk lines were general- 
ly in the hands of men who wanted them for 
their own uses. « Harriman, looking west- 
ward, saw the possibilities in the great Pa- 
cific systems, Union and Southern, stretching 
from the Mississippi valley to the western 
coast ot ti United States. 

In the late 9086 Harriman got ready to 
gobble up all the railroad lines west ot the 
Missouri river, with other lines in the Miss- 
issipp! valley and great lake regions as feed- 
ers. He had in view a railroad system 
stretching from coast to coast, with side con, 
nections so placed as to make him the dom- 
inant power in the railroad business of, the 
United States. He had formed connections 
that placed at his comma almost unlimited 
millions of dollars. Among his close friends 
and pupils was James Hazen Hyde, the young 
son of the founder of the Equitable, Life 
Assurance society. 


FIFTH AGE. 
1 897.1 906. 


This was the crowning period in the career 


‘of N H. ‘Harriman, the decade in which he 


was kept busy plucking the fruit in the finan- 
cial orchards he had planted. 

A report of the interstate commercée,com- 
mission, filed July 13, 1007, tells the story of 
his activities ‘In this busy part of nis life. 


Here are excerpts from it; 


‘Within three years after the reorganisa- 
tion öt the Union Pacific railroad company 
in 1897, Edward H. Hartiman became the 
dominating spirit in that corporation.

Mrs. Richards believes that the tendency to extrava- 
gance in the American ho old comes from food ex- 
travagance and extravagance in operating expenses. 
Under operating expenses she includes the incidentals, 
or sundries, and unexpected outgoes that count up 80 
fast. Individual extravagance may occur frequently 
in clothes. The personal expenses of women have in- 
creased enormously since the @d times. The gloves, 
the neckwear, all the little things wimen need, or 
think they need, swallow up more money than they 
realize. 

“Our grandmothers would get along with two 
dresses; we think we must have a dozen.” While the 
conveniences of life simplify existence they also com- 
plicate it and make it more expensive. The telephone 
requires somebody to answer it.

The French have a shying that the person who pays 
more than one-twentieth of his income on rent is on 
the way to ruin.

Only 
an accurate knowledge of what is actually needed and 
a close watch over the amounts ordered can keep the 
cost down. 

It is policy to allow the common inexpensive 
articles, such as flour and sugar and potatoes to be 
used freely, but the quantities of meats, high priced 
vegetables, and confections, she argues, should be care- 
fully calculated.

One remedy for the extravagance and consequent 
debt resulting from this excess of expenditure in one or 
more directions may be found in a system in of strict 
account keeping as a check to the impulse to purchase 
which often ise repented when too late. 

“The great question is, ‘What value are we getting 
out of the money we epend?’” Real wealth Mrs. Richards 
measures by the amount we can set aside to spend, per- 
haps on books, perhaps on travel, perhaps on something 
else; but a definite sum to be set aside not to be dribbled 
out on nonessentials but to be spent on what we most 
care about. The size of that eum measures one's sense 
of wealth.

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How to Make Over Your Last Springs Gowns. 


The making over of certain clothes in one’s 
wardrobe is one of the miost economical and 
sensible things a woman can do. There are, 
however, a number of things to be consid- 
ered. Can the garment be worn another sea- 
eon without this remodeling? If so, by all 
means let it alone. If there are some things 
about it hopelessly-or conspicuously out of 
date, can this making over be done without 
much outlay for new materials and trim- 
mings? 

It is always a doubtful economy to spend 
the time, money, and labor in making over 
anything if much new materia! is necessary. 
The expenditure of a few dollars, of course, 
may be all right sometimes, but, as far as 
possible, the materials at hand should be 
made to answer the purpose. 

Where the services of a dressmaker or 
ger m«tress are necessary to do the work, give 
up the idea at once, as in nearly all instances, 
barring the making of the elaborate and ex- 
pensive materials, the cost of making equals 
or exceeds the cost of the materials—hence 


the absolute necessity of doing the work 
yourself. 

Probably every woman who has to study 
ways and means is careful to save all pieces 
ot lace, embroidery, silk trimmings—in fact, 
every piece of material worth saving. These 
things ever to be of real use should be care- 
fully put away, and not rolled up in a 
crumpled mass. A great improvement on 
having bags to keep these things in is to 
have boxes, with a label pasted on to tell 
the contents. Things can be so much more 
smoothly and satisfactorily put away and 80 
much more easily reached than when kept in 
bags.

Hooks and eyes on a skirt band and placket 
should be buttonholed on; by this is not 
meant covering the hooks and eyes with the 
buttonhole stitch, but simply the sewing on of 
each. No knot is necessary to begin with, 
and in doing the buttonholing the purl must 
be pushed down so it rests against the ma- 
terial. Hooks and eyes stay on much longer 
put on in this way, and there is no compari- 
sqn in the appearance.

Tf a new braid is necessary around the bot- 
tom it first should be basted on so that it ex- 
tends one-eighth of an inch beyond the edge 
of the skirt and held loosely in basting, then 
it is run on on the wrong side, close to the 
bottom of the skirt, and hemmed to the skirt 
on its upper edge, in both cases being particu- 
lar not to let any of the stitches show through 
on the right side. Another good way to put 
braid on, and one which perhaps gives better 
service, ia to first fold one edge of the braid 
ever, say, one-quarter of an inch, and stitch 
om the machine; then put on as. directed 
above, baving the turned over edge come next 
to the hem, so that an unbroken surface of 
braid will show on the wrong side of the 
skirt. The joining of braid should come in the 
back of the skirt, and the manner of joining 
the same as that of making a felled seam. It 
makes the flattest and most satisfactory kind. 

In sewing loose buttons on a coat, the work 
Invariably looks better if the button is en- 
tirely ripped off; then in putting it on, of 


course, the stitches must not show through 


on the lining. It is possible to do this with- 
out ripping the lining, but if it seems im- 
possible to do without puckering the cloth, it 
will be better to rip the lining in order to do 
it satisfactorily. 

After these repairs have been made it will 
be money wisely spent to send the suit to the 
cleaner and have it thoroughly cleaned and 
pressed. The usefulness and good looks ot a 
tailor made suit can be almost indefinitely 
prolonged by sending—whenever it begins 
to show the need for it—to a tailor’s to be 
eponged and pressed. Few women have the 
necessary strength to do this satisfactorily 
for themselves, and it should be money that 
is never begrudged 

Perbaps in one's ‘wardrobe is a voile chal- 
lis, possibly a silk or some one of the in- 
numerabie woolen or silk and woolen mate- 
rials so much in vogue the last few years. 
It generally is more satisfactory in a dress 
of this character to rip it entirely to pieces, 
clean it if necessary, and prese carefully 
with an iron not too hot. The next point 
is to decide how it ts to be changed, and a 
most fortunate circumstance in favor of al- 
tering clothes this spring is the variety of 
materials used in one dress, 

A woolen dress may be made up with silk 
or lace sleeves, and be quite modish; gimps 
are to be worm more than ever, and any be- 
coming outline can be safely chosen, perhaps 
Vs, long and short, are more popular than 
any other shape,

Sleeves are smaller, which is another point 
in favor, and there still-are seen the long 
shoulder effects, with the large armhole, 
having the sleeve proper put into the lining 

Some style will have to be chosen best 
suited to the material at hand, and one pretty 
model is shown which might be followed in 
making over a dress. The upper part of the 
skirt may be circular or gored, whichever 
way it will cut to best advantage, and a 
shaped or gathered ruffie attached to the bot- 
tom. Or, if the material will not admit of 
a ruffie being made, put trimming on to aim- 
ulate 4 ruffie, slightly graduated in depth. 

A novel and pretty trimming can be made 
by cytting stripe of silk or satin or net of 
the same or some contrasting color, two 
inches wide. Gather this over a smell dord 
on one edge, which will be the upper sedge, 
and attach it to the skirt like the ijlustra- 
tion. The lower edge has the narroweat pos- 
sible hem put in, and the material is gath- 
ered about oné-Ralf inch above this, so that 
the trimming really forms a puff, with a nar- 
row frill forming the lower edge. If the akirt 
ia cut so that the back can be laid in a box 
plait it will de good looking.

HIS sermon was delivered by the German 
emperor on board the imperial yacht Ho- 
henzollern while coasting round the Land 

‘of the Midnight Sun. 

The text chosen by his majesty was, 
“ And they beckoned unto their partners. 
which were in the other ship. that they should come 
and help them, And they came, and filled both the 
ships, so that they began to sink.’—Luke v., 7. 
The kaiser remarked that Signaling: at sea was the 
title which might be given to the text. It is the 
sign of joy on account of the rich cateb which is trans- 
mitted to the comrades, that silent, yet so eloquent, 
language which invites to action, to mutual assistance 
in the ingathering of the blessing, to common action 
Which in the result becomes the common blessing: * and 
they filled both the ships, so that they began to sink.’ 
Let us then today discourse upon this beckoning 
from: one side to another as the language at sea, and 
the beckoning will assist us as the act at sea whereby 


‘we become worthy of the blessings at sea, as much as 


' 
were the disciples in our text. The language at sea! 


What beckoning was to those fishermen—namely: the 
Simyple and original signal for mutual joy and mutual! 
labor—has among our present day sailors become de- 
veloped into the language which every sailor knows, 


the international co of signals at sea. 

„There is a similar language also for Christians, for 
all who sail together on the ocean of life and steer 
towards the haven of eternity. The latter is also an 
international language, this beckoning from one side to 
another, the peculiar signal of the members of the 
Christian calling, a language as well for those who hap- 
pen to be ‘in the other ship,’ if only the same Lorg is 
behind the signal and grants the common blessing. The 
‘roll call of souls, we might justly call it, the language 
of love, which becomes an act, of love in the case of 
all who recognize the same Lord; also an internationa! 
language, which certainly echoes loudest. when it is 
transmitted to the partners in the other ship, that is 
to say, the members of the same calling, country, ox

„This sort of beckening at sea we shall discourse 
upon today. We are treating of the beckoning to the 
comrades on the deep. In our text they are converted 
‘nto brethren in Christ through love on account of the 
act of the Lord. Not singly, but all together: that is the 
Christian motto everywhere. Only upon himself can a 
man rely! Yet, on the other hand, we, as if sprung 
from the same root, also stand together as one man! 
Nevertheless, he who would learn and practice this must 
in his course of life pay special heed to the ‘ beckoning’ 
the beckoning, that is to say, between heaven above 
and those here on earth. Herein consists true Christian 
wisdom—namely: to observe in all the ways of life and 
in all the turnings of life, not only the word of the 
Lord but also his beckoning, and whoever stands in 
lively ‘communion with him learns more and more to 
observe and follow not only his, words but also his 
silent beckonings. 6 

His majesty continued: There is, too, a Chris- 
‘tian beckoning to the far distance, a Christian beckoning, 
too, across the wide sea; the silent, yet eloquent, lan- 
‘guage which those understand so well who know it. 
To rnother man it is an utterly meaningless sign, It is 
the language of the Christian communion, the silent, yet 
eloquent, language of love, the prayer and intercession 
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on behalf of those who are nearest to us, and well is it 
for the man who understands it and daily and diligently 
practices it! Yet the Lord must be in secret behind 
him, and his merciful presence must be felt, his -mer- 
eitul assistance must be experienced. The man who 
knows this cannot keep it for himself alone; he must 
share it and spread it farther. Many such a beckoning 


goes hither and thither on the sea, in the quiet chamber 
and on the lonely watch; many such a beckoning and 
salutation goes forth into the bright starr night’ under 


God's wonderful sky here in these northern regions. 
“Thus, then, does one come to recognize in the 
communion of love and of intercession_and of stout 
help that the Lord has retained to himself as his pe- 
culiar privilege, not only providence but also salvation. 
Yes, truly he alone can bless, though the ve of this 
earth must help to keep the blessing. Why is it that 


there is s6 little real blessing and so much want among 
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mankind? Surely, because there is among them 80 
little of that faith which guides them out into the deep, 
into the word of the Lord; and, moreover, because there 
ig among them so little of that love which both com- 
préhends the beckoning and comes forward, and lays 
hold, and helps to take in the draft. And surely at 
no time more than now haye clearer signals been dis- 
played to our countrymen. Come and help! An hands 
to the rescue! Let ali combine their strength! 

“ Vorily, it is at sea that one learns, if anywhere. 
and at any time one can learn, these two things: the 
language and the action of a real communion in 
Lord.

RIGHTS, NOT PROTECTION. 
Justice Brewer's opinion that, on many 


protection than men is not pleasing to 
everybody. Some of the comments made 


particularly interesting. The chivalrous 
man and the quiet homemaker among 
women are likely to accept it as the cor- 
rect. theory of the relationship which 
should exist between members of the two 
sexes. Those who have studied the slow 
steps by which woman's position before 
the law has been established might think 
it is a notable triumph for the sex to 
have such distinction accorded it by the 
highest tribunal of the land. The theory 
that special protection is due women 
seems a tremendous advance over the 
earlier notion that they had no rights at 
all. 

Dissenting voices declare that there is 
an incongistency between the demand of 
women for the ballot and for equal rights 
and this new idea that they should have 
greater protection than is accorded to 
men. Leaders in equal suffrage leagues 
repudiate the Brewer theory. They ask 
for equality in all things, including po- 
litical equality. To accept the dictum of 
the court seems to them a step backward: 
It looks like a confession. of the weak- 
ness of their position. If the idea is ac- 
cepted that the sex characteristics are 
such that they must have in certain con- 
ditions favors which are not granted to 
their brothers then much of their per- 
sistent argument for political equality 
loses its force. For this reason they re- 
pudiate the offered courtesy of the court. 

Other women find sufficient justification 
for the decision sustaining the Oregon 
case in the different treatment usually ac- 
corded the girl and the boy in the home. 
They believe that, under present condi- 
tions, women should accept the favor ten- 
dered them. If the day of political equal- 
ity ever comes then it will be time to hold 
another opinion. Without the ballot and 
with many forces of society working 
against equality of the two sexes the 
women should accept what is offered them 
and keep on working toward eventual 
equality in all things. 

These views of radicals and consery- 
atives may have something in their sup- 
port. But the chances are that the great 
majority of women will receive the opin- 
don of the court in the spirit in which it 
was given. There are masculine women 
who can compete with men in N . 
endurance. There are many cases where 
women can endure more than men. But 
the view of the court no doubt expresses 
the opinion of the overwhelming majority 
of ‘citizens.’ As society is now consti- 
tuted the idea of paternal care is more 
agreeable than that of a theoretical 
equality which does not exist.

ITALIANS IN ' 
The Louisiana state authbrities have 
shown ,commendable promptness in pro- 


tection of the rights of the Italian labor: 


ers at Kentwood. The situation there | 


has developed out of a matter of wages. 
When the managers of lumber mills made 
a cut in the day’s wages from $1.75 ta 
$1.25 the Italians accepted it without a 
fight. ‘The result was a determination 
on the part of the natives to drive away 
the foreign laborers. 

There have been several disturbances. 
One foreign laborer has been killed and 
several others seriously wounded. In the 
Kentwood case the Italians hdve been 
frightened by threats from vigilantes 
who have given them warning that if 
they did not leave the community by the 
end of the week they would be blown uo 
with dynamite. As a result of these 
threats the militia has been called out 
to protect the laborers. 

The state officials may recall a previous 
instance where the United States govera- 
ment became involved in international 
difficulty because of ill treatment of Ita! 
lans. Only by the payment of $25,009 
indemnity was the matter settled. There 
are indications that the Kentucky to- 
hacco war may bring about some un- 
pleasant controversies with the Italian 
government, whose interests have bean 
involved in that struggle. 4 

It would be unfortunate to have out- 
rages on the part of Louisiana vigilantex 
joined with the destruction of property 
by Kentucky night riders. 
such little things many of the strained 
eonditions in diplomacy have resulted. 
The prompt action of the Louisiana äu- 
thorities in calling out the state troap< 
is commendable, and they should be 
equally vigilant in the future when vig- 
Uantes threaten the lives of foreigners 
residing in the state, so that the national 
government will not be obliged to listen 
fo complaints and demands for redress 
from foreign governments. 


WATCHING THE POST CARDS. 

The censorship. of the souvenir post 
cards is being continued with a _ steadi- 
ness which is gratifying. Indecent cards 
are being seized and destroyed by the 
thousands. ‘ Dealers who persist in violat- 
ing the law are being arrested and, fined. 
The fines are not heavy, it is tre, but 
the daily item announcing punishment of 
dealers has its advantage in warning oth- 
ers. 

The card industry has grown to great 
proportions.. When store rooms are used 
entirely for this business it is evident 
that the buyers are numerous afd. that 
the profits are sufficient to enable a dealer 
to pay rent and other fixed charges and 
still make money. 

The line between the comic and the 
vulgar is not always easy to draw. Even 
a casual examination of the cards which 
are displayed in a show window will con- 
vince any one that a good proportion of 
them come close to this line. A double 
meaning is often suggested. The step 
from that to the positively vile is not a 
long one. 

The task of censorship is made more 
difficult because one may find evil where 
another will not. But arrest and pun- 
ishment should be sure where there is no 
doubt of the viciousness of the display. 
The moral effect of punishment upon 
those who may easily be led to cross the 
line of propriety and the discovery of 
those who seek gain through corrupting 
buyers by eimproper cards are two suf- 
ficient reasons for pushing the crusade. 
It is a difficult matter to regulate. For 
that reason, also, there should be no 
cessation of the watchfulness on the part 
of the police authorities. 


FIGHTING THE GREAT PLAGUE. 

Many of the past sins of Pennsylva- 
nia’s legislators may now be forgotten be- 
cause of the liberal appropriation recently 
made for the care of tubercular pa- 
tients. The Keystone state has under- 
taken to combat the great white plague 
in a scientific way. The sum of $6,000,- 
000 has been designated for the erection 
of a sanitarium. There the most skillful 
medical. assistance will be furnished the 
sick. 

The location is an admirable one, in 
the heart of the Biue Ridge mountains, in 
the southeastern part of the state. Al- 
ready workmen are busy constructing 
dormitories. The unit of the chain of 
buildings is a frame cottage where there 
is room for eighty patients, the beds so 
arranged that the occupants may catch 
every breath of fresh air that comes 
along. In stormy weather; of course, they 
will be protected. Immense pavilions also 
will accommodate the afflicted. 

It is planned to give .the sanitarium 
accommodations for 3,000 sick within the 
next two years. When that is done the 
institution ‘will be the largest of its kind 
in this country. The poor of the cities 
are to be sent there at the state's ex- 
pense and kept until they recover or dic. 
From year to year the legislature will be 
asked to make further appropriations, and 
the municipalities themselves probably 
will contribute towards the maintenance 
of their s 

In addition, forty out of the sixty-seven 
county tuberculosis dispensaries for which 
the act appropriated $400,000 have been 
opened. Free examinations, instructions 
as to diet, and the manner of taking the 
open air treatment are freely given.

Coming as this protest does at a moment 
when parliamentary forms of. government 
have proved so lamentable a failure in St. 
Petersburg, and when the efforts of the well 
intentionéd emperor to inaugurate constitu- 
tional methods and liberal reforms have 
brought about something much akin to ad- 
mihistrative and political chaos, the mani- 
testo of the holy synod cannot but exercise a 
great influence, especlally upon Nicholas II. 
himself, who is extremely religious; more so, 
perhaps, than any of his predecessors on the 
throne, with the possible exception of Alex- 
ander I. during the latter part of his reign. 


On the other hand, the holy synod has fur- 


nished an evidence of tolerance by recom- 
mending almost unahimously the repeal of 
the bull of excommunication against Tolstol 
and his restoration to the communion of the 
orthodox church.

Still further complications are imminent in 
connection with the negotiations between 
King Leopold and the Belgian government 
with regard to the future of the Congo Free 
State. In fact, they threaten to shipwreck 
not merely the entireetramsaction, in Which 
Leopold has given evidence of so much greed 
and bad faith, but even to overthrow all ciy- 
ilized rule and order throughout the Congo 
valley. 

It would appear from the report just made 
by the British consul, Armstrong, that the 
natives are refusing collectively to pay the 
rubber tax and that the delinquents in ques- 
tion are composed largely of ex-soldiers who 
at one time or another have served in. the 
Congo army, who are, therefore, accustomed 
to firearms, which in most cases they have 
retained in their possession, and who, more- 
over, are acquainted with European methods 
of warfare as well as with the weaknesses of 
the Congo Free State forces and adminis- 
tration. 

In districts where twenty tons. of rubber 
constituted the minimum monthly revenue 
return now only a few hundredweight are ob- 
tained. And what makes the situation worse 
is that ammunition and firearms are being 
sold in immense quantities to the natives by 
white traders hostile to the Congo govern- 
ment rule. 

In fact, Consul Armstrong is under the im- 
pression that ere long there will be a great 
rising of the native population all along the 
Congo valley, the nucleus of the insutrection 
being furnished precisely by the formér mem- 
bers of that native soldiery who, under King 


Leopold's white officers and agents, were re- 


sponsible for some of the worst cruelties laid 


at the doors of the Free State. ary

The outbreak of a mutiny similar to that 
which spread such havoc and devastation in, 
India half a century ago and which not only’ 
would result in the destruction of all the 
trading stations, the railroads, and the set- 
tlements in the Congo valley but also put a 
stop, for a time at any rate, to foreign trade 
with the Congo Free State—and any arrest of 
the export of rubber from that part of the 
globe is a condition of affairs which cannot 
bé contemplated with equanimity—the blame 
for which, as well as for any ‘rebellion that 
occurs, must be laid at the door of Leopold. 

Aside from any of the shortcomings of his 
own agents and representatives in the Congo 
valley, Beigian ruie, with law and order, long 
ago would have been established there on a 
civilized and humane basis had he not pur- 
posely sought by every means in his power 
to delay the conclusion of the treaty by 
which he is being compelled to surrender the 
sovereignty of that darkest corner of the 
dark continent to the Beiglan nation.

Lord Clifden’s eldest son and heir, the Hon. 
D. C. Agar Robartes, has just been elected 
without opposition as a liberal member of 
parliament for the St. Austell division of 
Cornwall, and thus is restoréd to parliament, 
from which he was removed some fwo years 
ago in consequence of the invalidation of his 
election for the Bodmin division of Cornwall. 

He had been elected by an overwhelming 
liberal majority for the Bodwin division, his 
conservative adversary never having even 
the slightest chance of winning, but was un- 
seated In consequence of a queer technical 
breach of the election laws, perpetrated not 
by himself but by his mother. 

It seems that Lady Clifden, whose husband 
owns some 70,000 acres of land in Cornwall 
and Cambridge, gave a garden party at Lan- 
hydrock, her country place in Cornwall, it 
being understeod that the entertainment was 
in connection with the viscount's presidency 
of the liberal association of the duchy. 

Unfortunately it oceurred in the midst of 
the campaign preceding the last general elec- 
tion, and after young.Agar Robartes had 
taken his seat in parliament and introduced 
one or two promising bills the defeated con- 
servative candidate lodged a petition against 
his election on the ground that he and his 
friends and agents had rendered themselves 
guilty of violation of the statutes against 
corruptéon in parliamentary election matters. 

The affair was brought into court and tried 
in the usual fashion by two of the Supreme 
court judges, without jury, and a decree he 
rendered against Agar Robartes invalidatin 
his election on the ground that Lady Clifden 
by giving her garden party had violated that 
section of the anti-corruption law which pro- 
hibits treating in parliamentary campaigns. 

— 

The law in question runs as follows: Any 
person who, either himself or by proxy. 
either before, during, or after the election,. 
directly or indirectly, gives, provides, or pays 
for, either wholly or in part, any meat, drink, 
entertainment, or provision to or for persons 
entitled to vote,” and also “any elector 
who accepts such meat, drink, entertain- 
ment, or provision, or the equivalent there- 
of,“ shail be held guilty of bribery. 

The decision against Agar Robartes, in ad- 
dition to depriving bim of his seat in parlia- 
ment, debarred him from being elected to the 
house of commons for the constituency in 
question—that is to say, for the Bodmin divi- 
sion of Hast Cornwall, where his home and 
the greater part of his father's landed prop- 
erty are situated—for a period of seven years. 

Poor Lady Clifden, who is a charming 
woman and who certainly never had any idea 
of rendering herself guilty of bribery, was 
subpcenaed in the case, compelled to testify 
in court, and made to feel that by giving the 
garden party in question—for her husband, 

not for her son—she virtually had exposed 
herself to punishment by imprisonment and 
Ane, besides depriving her son of his seat in 
the house of commons. 

Lord Clifden is the lord Heutenant of Cam- 
bridgeshire, was formerly known as Lord 

and is indebted to his possession of

They took 
vigorous exception to the terms of the treaty 
of San Stefano; on the ground that its pro- 
visions weighed too heavily upon the sultan 
and were calculated to disturb the balance 
of power in Furope. Russia, although vie- 
torious, was.economically. and militarily ex- 
hausted by its long, difficult, and terribly 
costly campaign against the Turks and in 
no position te offer any serious résistance to 
the pretensions of Great Britain, and finally 


t was resolved to submit the treaty of San 


Stefano and the demands df Engiand in the 
matter to a congress of the great powers at 
Berlin, under the ik Si of the then 
chancellor, Prince Bismarc 

The congress of Berlin assembled in the 
summer of 1878—that is to say, just thirty 
years ago—and before it dispersed, after 
scaling down the treaty of San Stefano in 
a manner calculated to rob Russia of many 
of the fruits of: its Vigtories, it organized 
what has since become known as the con- 
cert of Europe, the charter and foundation 


of which may be said to have been PORTE 


tuted by the so-called treaty of Berlin. 
— 


The primary object of this concert ot Bu- 
rope and of the treaty of Berlin was to pre- 
vent the eastern question from becoming 
again a disturbing factor in international 
politics. For throughout the greater part 
of the nineteenth century—that is to say, un- 
tu the congress of Berlin—the eastern ques- 
tion has been the bugbear of every states- 
man and government of the old world. It 
Was justly likened to a volcano that was al- 
ways. smoldering and ever ready without 
any warning to belch forth flames involving 
a. European conflagration. 

The so-called eastern question consisted 
if the first place of the determination of 
Russia to establish herself at Constantino- 
ple and to secure the mastery of that water- 
way between the Black Sea and the Med- 
Rerranpean which is now closed to fer. Aus- 
tria and especially England have ever been 
equklly determined to keep Russia out of 
Stamboul and away from the Bosporus, 
Great Britain taking the ground that her 
route to India would be endangered were 
the czar’s authority established on the 
Golden Horn. 

A further disturbing element was furnished 
by the oppression of the Christian popula- 
tion of certain Ottoman provinces in Europe 
and Asia Minor by the local Turkish authori- 
ties. Often this oppression has been richly 
deserved. For Russia, in her efforts to get 
to Constantinople, has for the last hundred 
years made a point of encouraging the many 
millions of Christian subjects of the sultan 
to resist his authority and to look to St. Pe- 
tersburg for the eventual emancipation of 
all Christians from Moslem rule. In fact, 
the nominally “benevolent” pan-Stavist so- 
clety at Moscow, which. has branches all 
aver Russia and enormous resources at its 
disposal, exists for no other purpose than to 
promote the union of all the Christian or 
Slav races of southeastern Europe under the 
scepter of the czar. 

: — 


Austria, on political and military grounds, 
has always strongly opposed any increase of 
Russia's power and influence in that part of 
Europe, realizing that it would be at the ex- 
pense of the commerce and safety of her em- 
pire. Italy, too, has a finger in the ple, be- 
ing dent on securing, first-of all, predomi- 
nent influence, and ultimately sole posses- 
tion of the Turkish province of Albania; 
from which so many of her leading statesmen 
and citizens have sprung. 

There are Albanian societies all over Italy, 
organized for the purpose of promoting Ital- 
jan Interests in Albania, and it is needless to 
add that the latter is included ‘in what is 
known as Italia Irridenta’’; tha? is to say, 
unredeemed Italy.

Pretty Table Decorations 

FOR A DUTCH DINNER. Crepe paper 
napkins may be used prettily for a Dutch 
decoration. The napkins can be bought in 
a Duteh design in deift blue. Four napkins 
arranged cleverh together will make an 
effective centerpiece and singly the napkins 
may be used for doilies. Paste on to a 
frame of olled paper, they will make charm- 
ingly ective candle shades. If the candle 
holders and shades are large the shades 
might be finished with a fringe of tiny pret- 
zels. 

A large wooden shoe makes a unique and 
odd centerpiece. The shoe may be filled 
with white roses or carnations, Ifthe chan- 
delier is over the center of the table a cluster 
of ribbons might be tied to it which have 
pretzels tied at theirends. Tiny Dutch mugs 
in blue and white may be given for souvenirs. 


FOR A QUILTING PARTY.—Cover the 
table with a white cloth which has deen 
folded and refolded and pressed hard in the 
ftroning, so that the folded ends form little 
squares all over the cloth to represent an 
old fashioned quilt design. In the center of 
the table place a square of silver gray silk 
whose edges have been neatly hemmed or 
else turned under and neatly pressed down. 
In each corner of this place @ small square 
of dainty flowered chintz. 

For place doilies use silver gray squares of 
the silk and decorate each square with a 

all diamond patchwork design of chintz. 
The candle shades should be made of little 
irregular pieces of different colored silks 
which have béen pasted or sewed on to oiled 
paper. At each cover have a stiff little bou- 
quet of small lavender or pink flowers. and 
place a bowl of the same in the center of the 
table. 

Pin guest cards to the bouquets by long 
quilting needles threaded with lavender or 
pink ribbons, and write on them some quaint 
stilted sentiment or bits of old fashioned 
verse. 

FOR A BON VOYAGE ” PARTY.—In the 
center of the table place a large table mirror 
and in the center of it stand a small globe 
representing the earth. Decorate the edge 
of the’ mirror with ferns. ve bonbons 
from little steamboats arranged floating on 
the surface of the mirror. Have little silk 
ropes extend to the different covers, where 
the guésts’ names may be written on little 
anchors made from heavy white paper and 
gilded.
